The’ drug in quostion is eiped tins aeRokotiod Mpbatenit) called S-E-E 
for short. It is ordinarily uscd in’ place of morphine and has been in common 
use in Germany for six yocrs. They deny that it has evor been used for mercy 
killings", Tho drug is furnished in two strengths, woak (0.0003 grams) and _ 
strong (0.001. granis)./ It is ordinarily administered intramuscularly, but whore — 
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Fepid action is desired it may be given intravenouslys According to the P's, 
SeE-E has no after effects, is not habit forming and is only fatal in doses 
of 0,004 grams or over. The drug is manufactured by Merck in Darmstadt. 


he Louse Infestation in Prisoners of War. 


Qe The degree of lousiness among prisoners of war varies from. 
5 - 60%. It is noted regularly that German soldicrs have a lower incidence 
of louse infestation thaM do assimilated troops and labor units of other 
nationalities, It is now assumed, fer the sake of safcty, that all Pil's 
are lousyi Every effort is being made te delouse prisoners as soon as pes- 
sible after capturco. There have boon ne reports of typhus among German 
troops except the previously reported incident in tho Cherbourg area (sce 
Medichl Intelligence Summary Nos 15). It appears that the total number of 
bases in this outbreak was approximately 250 with 27 deaths. 


ba Every rumor of typhus fever is being investigated by cpidomiolog- 
ists besause of the ever present hebessity of staring for prisoners of war and 
refugees from suspected arcas. 


&. In sooperation with the Medical Departmont, the Quartormaster Corps 
has orgatiized special Emergeney Delousing toams, mado up from the personnel 
of Quartermaster storilization units, Each tcam is ¢omposed of five men who 
are specidlly trained and cquipped, They continuc their regular duties, but 
are available for emergency use at any time. 


de & report of typhus fever in Tours was tetoived from forward tle- 
monts of the army. Investigation by the Preventive Medicine Division dis- 
closed that it was in fact a aase of typhoid fever. Local physieians indicated 
that there had been no typhus fever in that area for ‘a number of years. 


5e Malaria. 


&- Malaria is endemic in Normandy and Eaittany but is not common. 
The presence of many malaria rolapses, occurring in soldiers who had pre- 
viously served in malarious arcas, have mado it necessary to chock thcyoughly 
on the authenticity of indigenous eases in troops and cases occurring in the 
Civil population.
